In his opinion the Turkish empire is 
.ecething with revolt against the Gef- 

man officers sand drill masters,” as 

well as against the Young Turks, 

who have steered their country into 

this war, Not more than one Turk 

out of a hundred knows what he ‘is 
fighting for, and. not More than one 

; out of.a thousand can give adequate 
reasons for Turkey having joined in 

the melee as an ally of Germany. 
Nevertheless, what President Wilson 

has called “a little) group of wilful 

men,” headed by Enver Pasha, has 
controlled Turkey in. the crisis, and 

ae that her soldiers have fought well no. 
oP ‘body doubts. Nevertheless, Mr. Hol- 
lister has the idea that there may be 

a change of front in Turkey at any 

moment. 

He doesnot suggest—that— the 
movement will come from the peo- 
le, but seems to be of opinion that 

t may originate with the Young 
Turks. If Enver Pasha and his asso- 

' giates come to the conclusion that 
“Germany will lose this war, which 
\ in Turkey is considered to be a war 
between England and Germany, there 

is reason to believe that they will 

avit Germahy and try to make terms 

with the Entente. In a discussion 
with an intelligent Turkish officer 

the American correspondent pointed 

out that Turkey was bound to be a 
loser; if England wins Turkey will be 

. divided; if Germany wins she will be- 

come virtually a province of Ger- 

many. The officer admitted that this 

was true if Turkey remained in the 

war until the end; but he thought 

that she might find a golden moment 

to quit, or even to turn against the 

: Teutons and thus save much of her 

*~ 4 power and her dominions, It is not 

likely that the Entente will make any 

offer to Turkey, but the fact that she 

is looking to them indicates her po- 
sition, 

The feeling in the ‘country has 
grown bitter against the Germans, 
for the German officers with which 
the country now swarms have been 

«facking in tact despite their military 
advantages. They treat the Turks as 
a company of Texas colonels might 
treat a battalion of negro troops, if 
they had the’ suspicion that the negro 
troops meditated a mutiny. . From 
the point of view of military knowl- 
edge the attitude of the Germans to 


eee be justified; that is, to 

i. hay ee “Sapte emtiney kno. 
more than a, kish major, but it is 
not always politic to displdy the ex- 
tent of one’s wisdom. Stories are 
told all over Turkey of German. cap- 
tains striking Turkish colonels, -of 
German petty officers knocking down 
earnest Turkish soldiers. In the 
medical service German aloctors re- 
ccive Several times the pay of Turk- 
ish doctors, and the money comes 
out of the Turkish treasury. More- 
over, the German doctors get their 
pay in gold. 

The Turks are good soldiers, but 
they. are not naturally susceptible to 
German methods of discipline and 
efficiency. Moscover, they are not 
, well. paid or well-fed, The private 

: is supposed to get 18c a month, but 
it is not often that he gets it. He 
has two meals a day, and if Cana- 
dians had the meals they would think 
that they were starving. Some of 
them, moreover, have been at war for 
five or six years. They have not been 
home since the first Balkan war; in 
many cases, we are told, their wives 
have starved to death; for there is no 
separation allowance for the Turkish 
soldier, When he goes 40 the front 
his wife is expected to support, the 
family as best she can. How she is 
to do it if there are no neighboring 

Christians to murder and rob is a 
mystery; for the soldicr’s pay is 
always in arrears, : 2 

Graft, too, is Tgmpant in Turkey. 
Exemptions from military service are 
easily bought. The correspondent 
speaks of cases within his knowledge 
in which absolutely unqualified  citi- 
yens have purchased doctor's certifi- 
cates, not of exemption, but of qual- 
ification as doctors. Thus, they -are 
enabled to draw doctor's psy: Phose 
who have factories which they wish 
to keep going can make a payment 
to the local military chief and retain 
their workmen. While the censor- 
ship in Turkey is strict, news ciren- 
lates through the country, and the 
Turks, especially the educated ones, 
are not in ignorance of what is hap- 
pening, The only thing laeking for 
a first class revolution is a’ leader. 
“The Turks realize that ‘they cannot 
win, that they have as-much to lose 
by a German victory as by a British 
victory. They hate the . Germans, 
and alter peace is declared there are 
hundreds: of German officers and of- 
ficials who will never reach home 
alive.

In. other lands traditions may unite 
the people, but there is no tradition 
Athat unites the American of New 
“England ancestry with the American 
who - : out his natural- 
ization papers. In other lands the 
common heritage of art may unite, 
but Americans have no art inherit- 
ance, In other lands even social 
distinctions may unite the people, but 
in America social distinctions do not 
unite but divide, There is one thing 
America, all Amerita, has in com- 
mon. ‘This is. the faith in the uyi- 
versal, right to life and liberty. 

It is the faith in this right, the 
diope that it will be established, the 
devotion to the maintenance of that 
right, that makes America a nation. 

It is upon this right that Prussia 
b4$ made war. 

Prussia has inttigued to invade 
America’s soil, but she has commit- 
ted a worse offence, for she has 
tried to destroy that which is Ameri- 
ca’s, soll. The feal idealist is not 
the one who says tlhpt if Germany 
invaded our soil we should rise-wp as 
men to resist her, but we should not 
resist until shé touches our soil; the 
highest idealist is he who has left 
Anierican soil to fight on other soil 
or in the air above the carth the 
power that-is—a-—menace to the soul 
of America. The real idealist is not 
the one who thinks we need no part 
in this war because the British navy 
is keeping from our shores the enemy 
of mankind and who takes occasion 
in this place of safety to criticise 
and find fault with Great Britain, 
whose protection he enjoys; the real 
idealist on the contrary, is the one 
who, not satisfied with being pro- 
tected in his person, undertakes. to 
bear his part in. protecting by the 
person the common and_ universal 
and inalienable right to life, to liber- 
ty, and to the pursuit of happiness, 
against which Germany has been and 
is making war. ‘ 

At last what some Americans have 
done America itself is.now about to 
do. Instead of turning other peo- 
ple’s checks to the smiter (which is 
neither manly nor Christian), those 
who are serving the cause of democ- 
racy in the trenches of Europe are 
laying their own cheeks, their own 
bodies, their own lives, before the 
smiter that ideals of life may stur- 
vive.—From the Outlook, N.Y. 


Hours of Labor 
And Waste Effort 


Sixty Hours per Week Represents the 
Maximum for Efficient Work 


B.S. Rowntrce, director of the wel- 
fave department of the British min 
istry of munitions, says that demon- 
strations in. one munition factory 
showed an increase in hougy 

i 2a peecent. for Tenth ~ 
where the hours of labor were reduc- 
ed from 77 1-4 to 661-2 per week. Ti 
another case the hourly output of 
mien inefcased by 22 per cent. when 
the hours of labor for the week were 
reduced from 71 to 61. Evidence, he 
says, indicates that 60 hours per week 
represents the Maximum for efficient 
work, 

Dealing with. a broader subject, Mr. 
Rowntree says that “Don’t waste 
human effort” is the admonition most 
urgently needed, Any one who really 
sces how much of human effort is 
wasted, particularly in cities, 


will 
agree with him. If all the labor now 
uselessly etmpleyed in the’ needless 
multiplication of shops, in needless 
multiplication of delivery services in 
bread, milk, meat, and other _ house. 
hold supplics, and in ‘innumérable 
other ways, were really usefully em- 
ployed, we could bear the debt bur- 
den ¢reated by war without really 
feeling it. 


Strange Inheritance 

A remarkable case of inheritance 
of the abnormal fingers possessed by 
the first Earl of i rewabure: was 
recounted recently before the Royal 
Society of Medicine. In a direct 
male descendant of the earl the ring 
and little fingers of both hands had 
only one joint, the first two bones 
being united, and all the toes, éxcept 
the great one, were similarly affect- 
ed. This man’s father and paternal 
grandfather showed the same ab- 
normality, and when the body of the 
first Lord Shrewsbury was exhumed 
in 1874.it was found that his fingers 
were in a like condition, As he died 
in 1453, this peculiarity has come 
down nearly 500 years, passing 
through fourteen generations:

outside their districts, farmers in 
other sections are shipping exactly 
these commodities to distant mar- 
kets, frequently far outside the prov- 
ince. As a case in point; many ru- 
tal and urban communities are short 
of. potatoes, while in other districts 
large supplies of potatoes are avail- 
able, but the producers do not know 
where to look for a market. 

There are now approximately’ 350 
associations registered under the 
Agticultural Co-operative Associa- 
tions act. These trading associations, 
scattered in all parts of the province, 
offer the best possible organization 
to overcome this condition, if onl} 
some central organization were in cx- 
istence whereby the assocfations with 
produce for -salé could be placed in 
touch with ‘persons wisling to buy, 

After mature deliberations it has 
been decided that this braugh is in a 
position to render valuabld | service 
by acting as a free bureau for the 
exchange of such information, and I 
am authorized to write you intimat- 
ing that we are prepared to act in 
that eapacity. In undertaking this 
work we wish it to be clearly under- 
stood: 

(1). That the\service is designed 
for registered co-operative associa- 
tions, rather than individuals. 

(2). That the service will cover 
only Saskatchewan-grown farm  pro- 
duce, such as seed grain, roots, hi'ré 
stock, ete. We will not list imported 
goods or manufactured articles.

District reports:a good growth of 
clover and first class seed harvested: 
The northern limit for a great many 
of our crops has not yet been deter- 
mined. In Alberta at least it seems 
to extend nearly to the Arctic circle 
and where grain can be matured - it 
is safe to conclude that permanent 
settlement “is possible.

An Incident of 1812 


A British Prize Court Decision 
Reference to a Seizure 


In this war Germany has time 
and time again destroyed the life of 
an American—all non-combatants of 
a neutral nation, The Academy of 
the Fine Arts in Philadelphia was 
the principal in an incident of the 
war of 1812 which shows how differ- 
ently even an enemy then regarded 
personal property, let alone human 
lives of friendly powers. The Acade- 
my was bringing over from Italy 
twenty-one paintings and fifty-two 
engravings, which were a part of the 
Joseph Allen Smith collection, but a 
British cruiser captured tlie ship 
which was carrying these works of 
art to Philadelphia. Vhe prize was 
taken to Halifax. Did England keep 
these Philadelphiatreasures? It did 
not. Dr. Alexander Croke, in the 
court of the yice-Adimiralty, deliver- 
ed an cloquent decision in that case, 
“Heaven forbid,” he exclaimed, “that 
stich an application to the generosity 
of Great Britain should ever be incf- 
fectual! The arts and sciences are 
considered not as the peculium of this 
or that nation, but as the property 
of mankind at‘large.” And so Eng- 
land sent on these works of art te 
Philadelphia which her cruiser, then 
battling against the United States, 
had captured.—-Vhiladelphia Ledger,

To be able to judge of the charac- 
ter of the transaction one must know 
the .motive that prompted: Mr.  Se- 
ward to recommend thd purchase to 
congress and to use his powerful in- 


fluence to have it carried “through. 
For long . years that motive was 
largely a matter of inference, but 


there need not be any longer a shade 
of doubt on the question. At a meet- 
ing of the Ottewa Canadian Club a 
few months ago Mr. Elihu Root of 
New York was the guest and speaker 
of the occasion. His address was ad- 
mirable in spirit, and, needkess to 
say, also in form. He expressed his 
unqualified sympathy with the ef- 
forts of Canadians to . build up 
great nation adjoining his own, 
wished them complete success. In 
the-cotrse of his remarks he took 
occasion to. tell his hearers that this 
was not always the attitude of his 
fellow countrymen toward this Do- 
tainion, -and that it was the strong 
desire and deliberate purpose-of Sec- 
retary Seward to Uefeat the project 
which prompted him to. promote the 
Alaskan purchase. There can ‘be no 
doubt on this point, for Mr. Root 
was at that time a student in’ Mr, 
Seward’s law office. 

The ingenious plan was to get pos- 
session of Russian‘ America to keep 
it from falling into the hands ot 
Great Britain to complete the terri- 
tory of British America. At that 
time the infant Dominion of Canada 


and 


included only the four pfovinces of 
Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick, 
and. Noya Scotia. British Columbia 


had been for a short time a “Pro- 
vince,” but it was separated from 
Canada~by»the. whole vast expanse 
of country known as the Hudson Bay 
Territory, which extended from the 
Rocky Mountains to the Atlantic 
coast. The hope, if not also the ex- 
peotation, was that the tactics which 
pushed the British occupants of what 
is now Washington territory north to 
the forty-ninth parallel, and transfer- 
red the Hudsen Bay headquarters 
from Fort Vancouver on the, Colum- 
bia river to Fort Victoria on Vancou- 
ver dsland, would some time result 
in extending United States territory. 
to: fhe historical “fifty four-forty” of 
the old Oregon dispute that led to 
the treaty of 1846, Mr. Sewird’s 
hope was utterly vain, and Mr. Root 
wes pleased that the expectation had 
been defeated. The Hudson Bay 
Territory .was purchased by Canada 
in 1869. British Columbia was an- 
nexed in 1871. Prince Edward “ts- 
land joined the Dominion in 1872. 
Manitoba-was created a province in 
1871. Saskatchewan and Alberta were 
created and organized in 1905. Nine 
provinces extend contiguously from 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence to the 
Pacific, and there is sfill left to the 
north a great expanse of territory of 
unknown value, but possessing re- 
sources as important and enjoying 
climatic conditions at Teast as favor- 
able as those of Alaska.—Torcnto 
Globe. 


_ ‘Wrecked by Whales 


Two Authenticated Cases Where 
Ocean Monsters Caused the 
Loss of Ships 


The United States steamboat In- 
spection Service, has reported a most 
extraordinary accident at sea. Early 
in June, of last year, while the motor 
vessel. W.S., of 20 tons gross, was 
making a quiet passage from San 
Diega, California, to Mazatian, Mexi- 


co, with a cargo of general merchan- |" 


dise, a whale came up under the ves- 
sél when it was about seven miles 
west of San Geronimo Island, Mexi- 
co, and knocked a hole in the craft, 
which filled so rapidly that it quickly 
sank. The crew took to lifeboats ten 
minutes after the accident, and were 
picked up later by another vessel. 
No lives were lost. The incident re- 
calls the disaster that overtook the 
Waterloo, a British grain vessel, oyer 
60 years ago in the North sea, The 
vessel was moving slowly along when 
the lookout sighted a large whale 
to windward, partly out of the water, 
and swimniing toward the vessel at a! 
rapid rate, Ten yards away from the 
skip the whale dived and struck the 
hull so violently that the ship keel- 
ed partly over. The whale then rose 
to the surface and plunged down- 
ward headforemest, and the tail in 
its final flourish nearly touched the 
foreyard. Two hours later the ves- 
sel began to settle; the crew and the 
captain barely /had time to launch the 
beats when the ship capsized and 
went down by tlie head,
